Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) as per the arguments towards Gupta not 
teaching "an audible request for a telephone number", examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that Gupta does teach the retireval of a 
phone number from an audible request (Fig. 3, subblocks 404,406 - the spoken utterance is not limited to a request for a phone number), 
as well as (col. 1 lines 5-15; col. 9 lines 5-21; wherein the invention pertains to the field of automated directory assistance, a use of which 
is old and well known to address a request for a telephone number) The query aspect is from Gupta, wherein the utterance is requesting 
a phone number. The desirability of the combination is based upon the fact that it would allow for editing of the information. The 
combination is based on the introduction of transcription, not on the speech model technique used. With respect to applicant's hindsight 
argument, the motivation to comine the references have come from the references themselves, and not from applicant's disclosure. 
Examiner also notes that there is no official notice presented in the rejection of the claims in the office action dated/mailed 5/12/2006. The 
rejection of the claims were formulated under a 103 rejection based on the references of Gupta, Kahn, and Schwartz. (As a side note, in 
general, any newly presented challenge to an existing Official Notice would require further consideration). 
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
